The manufacturers of champagne in 


France have .adopted a palicy which is 
an 
effective 
preventive 
of strikes 


among their workmen. 
Thousands of 


men sre employed in the great cham- 
pagne industry, but in recent years 
strikes among them have been un- 
known. The employers have discov- 
ered a preventive, aid demonstrated 
-its practicability. This is a bonus sys- 
tem, which, to a. great extent, makes 
the interests of tl\e employer those of 
his men, inspires the workmen with a 
feeling of personal interest in the busi- 
ness and which prevents them from 
taking any step which might endanger 
its prosperity. 


Every employe who merits it is paid 


anually a bonus in addition 
to his 


wages. The bonus is not made part of 
the contract between employer and em- 
ploye, but it is well understod that em- 
ployes who make good records will re- 
ceive It. No employe knows what his 
standing with the firm is until the day 
for paying the bonuses arrives. Each 
employe has his record carefully kept, 
and upon it his bonus depends. In ad- 
ditioa tc the bonus, the workers ia the 
champagne Industry are provided. EO 
far as possible, against the ordinary 
Ills of the workingman, due to a lack 
of funds at times of emergency. They 
have ar organization, to which their 
employers contribute liberally and oth- 
erwise encourage. 
The object of the 


society is to provide mutual help in 
case of sickness or misfortune. Every 
member's wife to whom a child is born 
has her doctor's bill paid and, in addi- 
tion, receives 20 francs (four dollars)

churn a wheel with paddles, some- 
times like the puddlewheel of a steam- 
boat; but we still sell, as wellV churns 
of the old-fashioned dasher type, such 
as our grandfathers used, and such as 
their grandfathers used before them. 
I might add that the old-i.ashioned 
dasher churn is still, as it has-'alwaya 
been, painted blue. 


"Who still buys 
these old 
style 


hand churns in the day of machine 
made butter? 
Why, so to speak, the 


oldest people, and the most modern. 


"They are bought by Email farm- 


ers keeping only one or a few cows, 
who naturally continue to make their 
own butter, and who 
make it, 
of 


course, with a hand churn. Some of 
these farmers might make more but- 
ter than they would require for then- 
own use; and the surplus they would 
sell, as they would their surplus eggs, 
to the country store.

you would find larger farm- 


ers, too, farmers 
perhaps 
keeping 


many cows and selling the bulk of 
their milk to a creamery, still con- 
tinuing to make the butter that they 
heeded for themselves ana making it.

military nation, says the South 


African Sun. 
Yet it was to Dinglsl- 


wayo the Wanderer that the inception 
was duo. This man, the Ron of the 
chief of the Umtetwa, was driven into 
exile in consequence of an abortive 
plot to seize the reins of power. 


During that exile he lived in Cape 


Colony and saw the military methods 
of

British.
